The Committee on Communications beg leave to report, that since 
the last annual Convocation proceedings of the Grand Chapters of the 
following States have been received, viz. Maine, Vermont, New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts, Connecticut. Maryland, Virginia, Georgia, Ken- 
tucky, and Alabama. Your committee find nothing in them which re- 
quires the particular attention of this Grand Chapter, except in the pro- 
ceedings ot‘ the Grand Chapter of Kentucky upon the subject of dissolv- 
ing the General Grand Royal Arch Chapter of the United States, and the 
proceedings of the Grand Chapter of Maryland, recommending the several 
Grand Chapters to take under their recognizance and control the degree 
of Select Master. 

As regards the dissolution of the General Grand Chapter, an opinion 
has already been expressed by this Grand Chapter, at its fourth annual 
convocation at Tarborough, in the year 1826, which your committee 
deem unnecessary to reiterate. 

Your committee further report, that they are informed and believe, 
that there are several Councils of Select Masters in the State of North 
Carolina, working, as they allege, under authority granted by Comp. 
James Cushman, independent of Royal Arch Masonry, a Grand Council, 
or any general head. They are, therefore of the opinion that it is expe- 
dient that the degree be placed under the jurisdiction of the Grand Chap- 
ter^ and, therefore, recommend the adoption of the following resolution: 
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R'solved , That the General Grand Chapter of the United States be 
requested to take the Select Master's degree under its jurisdiction, by an 
amendment of the Constitution, or otherwise, so as to authorize and com- 
pel the conferring the same as a degree immediately preceeding -that of 
the Royal Arch.

Your committee feel much gratified at the disposition manifested on 
behalf of some of the subordinate Chapters to comply with the requisi- 
tions of their Charters, and performed their duties to the Grand Chapter; 
but the large number of Chapters which, notwithstanding the repeated 
indulgence of this Grand Chapter, are still culpably negligent in the dis- 
charge of their sacred duties, is a subject deeply to be regretted and la- 
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men ted by all those who have the prosperity of Royal Arch Masonry at 
heart. Your committee, under the full consideration of the protracted 
negligence of many of the Chapters, deem it of the utmost importance 
that some steps should be taken by the Grand Chapter to investigate, and, 
if possible, correct these abuses, which, of late, are so abundantly 
springing up; they, therefore, recommend the adoption of the following 
resolution: 

Resolved , That the M. E. Grand High Priest be authorised and re- 
quested to appoint some person to visit all the Chapters which are in ar-

Your committee have taken these communications into their 
consideration, and do not find any thing in them that requires this Grand 
Chapter to express any other opinion than that which has already been 
expressed at previous convocations on the subject of dissolving the Gen- 
eral Grand Chapter of the United States. 

Your committee have noticed a resolution of the last annual Convo- 
cation. requesting the General Grand Chapter to take the Select Master’s 
degree under their jurisdiction, so as to authorize and compel the con- 
ferring the same immediately preceding that of the Royal Arch; and 
your committee are of opinion, from all the information which they have 
been able to collect on the foregoing subject, that any further proceed- 
ings by this Grand Chapter is at the present time unnecessary and un- 
called for, no communication having been received from the General 
Grand Chapter on this subject.

The select committee, to whom was referred the resolution directing 
them to inquire into the expediency of appointing a Grand Lecturer, to 
visit the subordinate Chapters in this State, and establish an uniformity 
of working among them, have had the same under advisement, and beg 
leave to submit the following report*, Your committee deem it of the ut- 
most importance that an uniformity of working should be established iu 
all the subordinate Chapters under the jurisdiction of this Grand Chap- 
ter. This can only be done by sending some competent person to visit 
the said Chapters, and instruct them to work in one and the same way. 
And your committee are further of opinion, that, from the present languid 
and inoperative state of some of the subordinate chapters, it is indispens- 
ably necessary that something should be done, or they must cease to exist. 
Your committee regret to say that they believe some of the Subordinate 
Chapters have not had a convocation or done any work since their char- 
ters were granted. Your committee, therefore, recommend the following 
resolutions for adoption: 

Resolved , That the Grand Chapter deem it expedient to appoint a 
Grand Lecturer to visit the different subordinate Chapters, and establish 
one uniform mode of working in the same; that this Grand Chapter will 
pay the expenses incurred by the Grand Lecturer in travelling to and 
from the different subordinate Chapters he may be called on to. visit, at 
the rate of $5 for every thirty miles; and they will also allow him the 
sum of $5 for one day’s sojourn at each Chapter he may visit. 

Resolved , That the Grand Secretary be instructed to communicate 
with the officers of the subordinate Chapters, requesting them to state 
whether they will be willing to employ the Grand Lecturer should he 
visit them, and the sum they will be willing to pay him for his services; 
and that they communicate such information to the Grand Lecturer as 
soon as convenient. 

The Grand Chapter proceeded to the election of a Grand Lecturer, 
and the M. E. Esek Arnold was duly elected. 

Comp. Sawyer submitted the following preamble and resolutions, 
which were adopted: 

Whereas, by the 16th article of the Constitution of this Grand Chap- 
ter, it is required that to call a convention for the purpose of altering the 
location thereof, two thirds of the subordinate Chapters shall coucur; 
and whereas the welfare of Masonry requires that the Grand Chapter 
should be located in some one town: 

Be it therefore resolved , That the Grand Secretary address a circular 
to the several Chapters subordinate to this Grand Chapter, requesting 
them to announce to him on or before the 1st day of November next, 
whether they consent to, or desire a convention, to be held in Tarborough 
on the 23d day of June next, to make such alterations and amendments 
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to the Constitution of the Grand Chapter of North Carolina as they may 
deem necessary. 

Resolved , That the Grand Secretary advertise in the newspapers pub- 
lished in Raleigh, the time of holding said convention, as soon as he is 
informed that eight Chapters assent thereto.

The 
original Proceedings were at one time in the possession of the Grand 
Chapter, subsequent to its reorganization in 1847, but cannot now be 
found. It is probable that they were destroyed by fire in 1868.
